The pending claims are allowable over Rogers reference as Rogers reference does not 
teach or suggest the removal of the methylene between the amide and the pyrrolidinyl groups 
would not affect the bioactivity of the compounds as CCR-3 receptor antagonists. Further, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have reasonably expected that the removal of the methylene 
between the amide and pyrrolidinyl group change the rigidity of the molecule and, therefore, 
change the bioactivity of the compound. Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art would have 
not been motivated to modify the compounds of Rogers by removing the methylene between the 
amide and pyrrolidinyl group.
